Next to Pennsylvania, s8outhward, is Maryland; a province s8ettled 
by Roman-Catholics at first, and soon after by protestants of various 
denominations, among whom were some Baptists; the most noted was Mr, 
Henry Sator who came hither from Oldengland about the year 1709, and - 
gettled in the northern parts, near Chesnut-ridge, Soon after he 
encouraged Baptist ministers to preach in his house by which means 
many were gained over to his sentiments and a church formed in 1742, 
consisting of fifty-one gouls, About 1743, the Tunker and Mennonists 
Baptists began to emigrate hither from Pennsylvania and to form 
80cileties in the n,w, parts near Conneco-cheague, Antitum etc, In 
1752, the Particular Baptist ministers visited the northern parts 
and progelyted about 14 80uls which, in 1754, were achebiiuted Into 
a church near Winter-run, About two years ago Mr, Major and the 
Fristoes began to preach in the s,w, borders about Monocacy and the 
Sugar-lands by which means a considerable 8tir was made and many 
baptized; these belong to churches in Virginia, but will, probably,

be 800n formed/into distinct 8ocieties, 


From this short view of the rise of the Baptists in Maryland, 


we proceed to examine their present s8tate, which we shall do in 


four 8ections,

Treats of the General-baptists, 
These are 8styled general baptists from their holding the doc- 


trine of general redemption etc, in opposition to thosge who limit 


the extent of Christ's death to the elect, Of these there are at 


pre8ent but the remains of the church of; 


CHESNUT® RIDGE 

It is thus distinguished from the highlands near to which the 
meeting house stands, in the county of Baltimore, 62 miles n, from 
Anapolis, and 96 miles 8,8, from Philadelphia, The house is a brick 
building erected in 1744, on land given by the foresaid Mr, Henry Sator, 
The families are about 12, whereof 21 persons are baptized but hold 
no communion by reason of the unhappy situation of their minister, 

Rev, Henry Loveall, Laying on of hands, and E'” IT: were practis- 
ed in this church, No estate, No salary, except presents and per- 
quisites to the amount of about 20 1, a year, 

Their beginning, and consequently the beginning of the Baptist 
interest in Maryland have already been noted, Mr, Sator by inviting, 
first, Rev, George Eaglesfield to preach at his house; and after him, 
Rev, Paul Palmer who baptized 9 persons; and then the present minister, 
who baptized 48 more, may well be considered as the founder and patron 
of the soclety, His 1liberality in building the place of worship, and 
his gift of lands to the minister deserve aleo to be remembered with 
gratitude, The names of the first Baptists are as follow, Rev, Henry 
Loveall, John White, Zebulon Loveall, Thomas Stephens, Patrick rxids:

Spread over the country, even to Ketokton in Virginia, in 80 much 

that in 1746 the number of communicants amounted to 181; but their 
minister's misconduct the said year checked their growth, and cauged 
them to disperse and dwindle away, They were the first church in the 


province, The present minister is; 


REV, HENRY LOVEAIL 

He took the care of them at the time they became a church, July 
10, 1742, Before that Mr, George Eaglesfield preached but baptized 
none; after him, Mr, Paul Palmer, who baptized 9 persons, and then 
went to North-carolina; he was a native of this province; baptized 
at Welshtract in Pennsylvania by Rev, Owen Thomas about the year 1732; 
ordained in Connecticut; died in s8aid North-caroling, but was not 80 
happy as to leave a good character behind him, Mr, Loveall of? Jn 
of Cambridge in Oldengland, Came to america when young, Baptized in 
New-england in 1725, Ordained at Piscataqua in the Jersey, Jan, 3, 
1732, but never officiated there as an ordained minister, Came thence 


to Maryland in 1742, and the same year became minister of this church, 


On the 4th of Aug. following he was admitted to the benefit of the 
toleration act at the court, then held at Joppa, In 1746 he went 

to Ketokton, but has since returned to Chesnut-ridge where he resides, 
in the 78th year of his age, an unhappy proof that ministerial gifts 
and a good life and conversation do not always go together, He

The families 
about 40, whereof 91 persons are baptized, The minister, Rev. William 
Stober, They originated in 1750, The next 1s; 


PIPER=CREEK 
In Frederick county, 75 miles nw, from Anapolis and 120 sw, from 
Philadelphia. The families about 35 whereof 70 persons are baptized, 
The minister' is Wollery Grumbacker, but not ordained, They originated 
in 1751. It is to be remarked that there is no meeting house in any 
of these places, They preferring to as8emble in each other!s private

as a church about the year 1743; but have since greatly increased both

power which may properly be called persecution, The outcry against

them in 1741 and 1746 was not entirely without /cause; but the clamor 


and violence ceaged when it was seen that the baptists abhorred the 
errors of a Palmer and a Loveall as much as any other 8cciety could 
do, Neither has this government at any time refused the benefits of 
the toleration acts to dissenters, as has been too common in Virginia,

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/Next to Maryland, towards the south, is Virginia; a province famous 


for Tabacco, and antiquity being the first of all the British provinces 
in America, and affording much gratification to s8nufftakers, smoakers, 
and chewers in all the rest, and in other parts of the world, This weed 
makes the planters and manufactures rich and s8wells the public revenue 
but must fail, as the raising of it hath already made a barren waste of 
a great part of the country, Whether any of the original settlers of

So aistinguished from a brook of the above name near to which the 
meeting house 8tands, in Faquire county, 150 miles n,w, from Willilamsburg 
and 200 8.,8n, from Philadelphia. The house is 26 feet by 24 built in 
1769 on land given by Thomas Dodson, Ruling elders, laying on of hands, 
and devoting children admitted. No estate., Salary about 40 1, Families 
about 70 whereof 30 persons are baptized and in communion, here administered 
the 2nd Sunday in Jan,, Var,, Way, July, Sept., Nov, The minister 1s hev, 
David Thomas, who has to his assistant Nr, hobert Saunders---, They had 


their beginning in this manner, About the year 1760 one Peter Cornwell 


became, without any visible means much concerned about 8oul-affairs with 


reference to eternity; and, hearing of a baptist in the back settlements 

he et out in search of him and found him, Mr, Hays (for that was his 

name) laboured to show Cornwell how a weary and heavy laden sinner might 

have rest, and did not labour in vain, This engaged 80 much of Mr, Cornwell!s 
affection that he brought Hays and family down towards Broadrun and 8ettled 
them on his om land, Interviews between these two families were frequent, 
and their conversation religious and devout; in 80 much that it began to 

be talked of abroad as a very strange thing, Many came to see them, to 


whom they related what God did for their s8ouls, exhorted, prayed and read

He was born, Aug, 16, 1732, at London tract in Pennsylvania, Had 
his education at Hopewell, Ordained at Vincent in 1760; became minister 
of this church in 1762, Married the widow Shrieve (whose maiden name was 
Catherine Martin) by whom he has children Sarah, John, Elizabeth, Mary. 
A 8ermon of his occasiloned by the death of Rev, Benj, Griffiths, has 
appeared in print, Mr, Thomas has met with front opposition, About 4 
years ago the neighbouring Presbyterian minister (Amos Thompson) challenged 
him to a public dispute having done him much mischilef before, Mr, Thomas 
accepted the challenge, Time and place were appointed and 8ome hundreds 
of people met, Thompson brought a second, whose name was Holsey, sometimes 


a pedagogue and sometimes a demagogue in Jersey college, The combat has 


been variously represented, The Presbyterians claim the vietory to this 
day, but two things make against themz one 1s that Thompson and Holsey 

were exceeding angry on the stage, freezing and 8colding and waxing 
8currulous; the other, that Mr. Thompson!s elder, clerk, and about 8 of 

his congregation left him and Joined the baptists, At another time one 
capt, Ball pulled Mr, Thomas down as he was preaching In a Tabacco house 
dragging him by the hand out of the placez as he passed through the croud 
one would clench his fist and gnash his teeth at him; a second would do 

the same; and a INN that Mr, Thomas's friends feared that 

he would have been pounded to pieces by the mob, Another time an out- 
ragious fellow with a gun in his hand made towards him; but as he presented 
it to shoot Thomas, a standerby wrenched the gun from him; upon which a 
battle followed wherein many were hurt, The slanders and revilings he met 
with are immunerable, and if we may Judge of a man's prevalency against 

the devil by the rage of the devil's children, Thomas has prevailed as a 
prince, As he was preaching in one place a parcel of Virginia bucks (of 
whom it has been said that, they have not wit enough to sin in genteal 
manner) drew near and disturbed the service with the following conversation, 
"That is he, (quote one) yeas, (8aid a 8econd) it is he that stole my 
neighbour Johnson's bull, did he eat it, (said a third), No, (replied a 
fourth) for I 8aw him ride the bull about the country to preach. Yeas (added 
a fifth) and I saw him ride the bull last night to Moll Heerley's bandy= 
house*, Here followed a great horse-laugh with the ensuing epilogue, "I 
have heard that the king of Moroco, is the devil's bull-rider, but how the 
devil come he to employ O1d Thomas in bull-riding and preaching?"

and threw him out of doors; his gang took his part which involved the 

whole multitude in a bloody fray, Another time they brought a live snake 
and threw it into the midst of them while at worship., Another time they 
threw a hornest among them, Another time they brought fire-arms to disperse 
them, But Ashby, dying in a miserable manner, 8o0on after, s8struck a damp in 
this mischevous designs and procured quietness for a while to the poor suff- 
ers, The civil powers also threatened them and issued warrants against 
8ome, particularly mess, Spiller, Weeks and others; but having obtained help 
of God they continu-d to this day, (2) The power of God hath been more 
visible here than in any other congregation of regular baptists; the spirit 
coming as a mighty rushing wind and the people trembling and falling down

raging and railing for a while fell down and began to tumble and beat 

the ground with both ends like a fish when it drops off the hook on dry 
land, cursing and blaspheming Cod all the while; at least a gentleman 
offered ten 8hillings to any that would bind him and take him out of the 
place, which was s800n earned by some 8tout fellow that stood by, Sixteen 
pers80ns were adjudged fit subjects of baptism, The next day (being Sunday) 
about 2000 people came together, Many more offered for baptism, 13 of which 
were judged worthy, As we stood by the water the people were weeping and 
erying In a most extraordinary manner; and others cursing and gwearing and 
acting like men possess8ed, In the midest of this, a tree tumbled down, 

being overloaded with people who (Zachaeous like) had climbed up to see 
baptism administered; the coming dom of that tree occassiloned the adjacent 
trees to fall also being loaded in the same manner; but none were hurt, 

When the ordinance was administered and I had laid hands on the parties bap- 
> hn those charming words of Dr, Watts, "Come we that fear the 
Lord &c", The multitude sang and wept and smiled in tears, holding up their 
hands and countenances towards heaven in such a manner as I had not seen 
before, In going home IT turned to look at the people who remained by the

pursued his son Dutton with an intention to slay him; he also went a great 
way to fetch a clergyman of the church of England to oppose their ministry; 
but after all, was forced to submit, and was baptized by the son whom he 
would have slain, One Vm, Cocker had conceived such a malilenity against 
the Baptists that he was wont to 8ay "He had/ Age go to hell than to 
heaven If Stn to the latter required his being a baptist"; but coming 
accidentally to hear Dutton Lane this same ma? ignant fell to the ground 


roaring, "Lord have mercy upon me! I am a gone man! That shall I do to 


be s8aved?"” In this manner went he on for about an hour; and now is a 
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humble and pious baptist. Once, Mr Lane was preaching against druhken- 
ness and exposing the vileness and danger of it; whereupon one John | 
Ciles 8tood up, ssying angrily, *®I know who you mean! and by the 1iving 
God I'11 denolish youz® but the self-condenmed got was prevented at that 
time, Mr Lane's conversion was brought about in a gradual manner without 
the ordinary means, TIt began with fear, occasioned by the following 
accident; as he was returning from hunting with the game and his rifle 

in his hands he fancied that he saw the devil, standing in the way before 
himz upon which he stopped, meditating what to do: to go on (he thought) 
was daring; and to fly, cowardly; firing at him, he Judged, would be vain;

gel? of these honors and lucrative offices to becomes a minister among the 
poor despized baptists. His conversion (1ike most of the separate 
ministers) was brought to pass in an unusual manner; it began with a deep 
8eriousness without his knowing why or whereforez; conversation, and read- 
ing directed his attention to the cause; and he became convinced that 
he was a hapless and helpless 8inner, pressed with this conviction he 
ventured to attend the ministry of the baptists; his distress increazed; 
and his heart (as he uaed to express it) was ready to burst. Onoe as 
the people rose from prayers, the colonel was observed to continue on his 
knees, with his head and hands hanging dom the other 8ide the bench; aonme 
of the people went to his relief, and found he was senseless as in acfit; 
when he came to himself he smiled, & brake out in an extacy of Joy, crying 
"Glory! glory! glory! &* After this he was baptized and Joined Dutton 
Lane's church, In this church he was first ordained a ruling elder (1759); 
then an evangelist, Oct, 11. 1769; but now confines hinself chiefly to 
the RET, Say Some time after he was made an evangelist, 
he took a tour through Virginias as far north-ward as the waters of 
Potownack, and left a train of geriousness after him wherever he went, 


This tour laid the foundation of the remarkable stirs and gathering of 


ohurches which now prevail in most parts of the province, Rough was the 


treatment he met with in this Journey, In Culpeper, one capt. Ball and 
his gang came up to him saying "You hall not preach here"! a 8tander by, 
whose name was Jeremiah Minor, replied, "But he shall!"; from this filerce 
beginning they proceeded to filercer actions and 8cuffles; goon after, the 
friends of each interested themselwves, and of the duel made it a general 
battle, Col, Harris's friends took him into a house, and placed a guard 
about the door; provently Balls gang came to the house and battered the 
door open, but were driven back by the people withinz which brought on 
another engagement, attended with bloody noses, tattered garments and dis- 
hevelled hairs in abundance, In Orange, one Benj, Haley pulled Mr Harris 
dom from the place where he was preaching and halled him about, sometimes 
by the hand, sometimes by the leg, sometimes by the hair of the head; but 
Mr/ — had friends here also who not only rescued him from Haley, but 
returned the violence; this brought on another battle, Mean while capt. 
Jemizon gent Mr, Harris to a housge where was a loft, with a step=-ladder 
to ascend: Into that loft he hurried him, and took away the step=-ladder, 
and the enraged mob were disappointed once more, At another time he was 
halled into court, where one capt, Willians impeach him with great bitter= 
ne8s as 8 vagabond, a heretic and a mover of 8eddion every where, The 
court gave Mr, Harris leave to aneswer for himself; wherein he acquitted 
hinself 80 well that he was diemiesed, but not before he was staitly 
charged to weoach there no more, Near Hawriver, a rude fellow came up to 
Mr, Harris and knocked him down as he was preaching, In Hilleborough he 
went to preach to the prisoners, and was locked up in goal for some time. 
These are 8ome of the exploits of col, Harris s8ince he laid by the care 
nal weapon and began to hilidle the aword of the Spirit. To these I will 
add an anecdote or two, When Mr, Harris got relief in soul-effairs, he 
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returned to Mayo with provision for the garrison;z but had not been long 


in the fort before he went to the corps of officers and began to preach 
to them the necessity of the new birth; in the/ ans 4 of his harangue one 
officer interrupted him saying, *Colone1! you have sucked much eloquence 
from the rum-cask today! Pray let us taste, that we may declaim as well, 
when 1it comes to our turnfy®* Mr, Harris said "I am not drunk”; and re- 
aumned his discourse, He had not gone far, before another in a 2erious 
manner looked him in the face and 8aid, "Sam! You 8ay you are not drunk! 
Pray! are you not madd then? What the 4__ 1 ails you?* Mr, Harris re- 
plied in the words of the man of Tarsus, "I am not madd most noble &8*, 
and otherwise talked 80 well that the officers became geriously affected, 
and is now a humble christian., Soon after this Mr, Harris found a ad 
alteration in the state of his om s8oul: his Joy departed, and troubles 
came, He prayed God to restore the light of his countenance, and renew 
communion (with) him;z but his petition was deferved. He then went into 
the wood, and 8ought (prayed) for a restoration of the happiness he had 
lost, thinking that, peradwventure, God would anawer his prayer there 
though not in the fort, where 80 much wickedness abounded; but no angwer 
came, Then he began to enquire into the cause why God dealt Bo with him, 
The first that offered was his lucrative offices; upon which he detere 
mined to lay then —_—— and 2ettle his account with the public, 
Having now removed the Achan out of the camp, as he thought, he renewed 
his 8uite for a restoration of the Joy which he had lost; but still the 
»vislon tarried and the prophecy brought not forth, He began to examin 
hinself a second time: then he suspected that his mbney was the cauge; 
and that he had made gold his trust; and accordtingly he took all his 
maney and threw 1t away into the bugshes, where it remains to this day 


for ought he knows to the contrary, After this he prayed again; but 


found that man's impatience will not shorten the times which infinite

»isdom hath meagured out for delsys or beneficence, Fowever, in fue time the 
wish'defor good came, I am aware that this story will render the wisdom of 
the colonel s8uspecteble, Be it 8&0, Tt nevertheless establighes the truth of 
his piety, and shows that he prefers communion with God to riches and honours, 
When religicn requires us to part with our money or our 1ives or our honours

Born, Jan, 17, 1738, in Spotsylvanis county, Bred a churchmsn, Embraced 
the sentiments of the Baptists in 1767, and had the ordinance administered 
to him by James Reed, Ordained first an elder in 1769; then a minister, 
Nov, 24 Sunday, 1770 at which time he took the care of the church, He married 
Elizabeth Saunders by whom he had children, Catherine, Mary, Elizabeth, Sarah, 
John, Mr, Craig's character was remarkably fair before his conversicon which 
made many wonder to hear him accuse and condemn himself as a great Sinner, 
adding, "If Lewis Craig be a lost s8inner, the Lord have mercy on us!" He 
(and 4 other to be mentioned in proper places) was put in Fredericksburg goal 
and there 4otained 4 weeks, Afterwards (Jul 19, 1771) imprisoned at Caro}ine, 


whence (by a Done corpus) he was removed to Williamsburg to take his trial, 


The court released/ him on promise of good behaviour, He accepted deliverance 
on condition *That preaching 8hould not be construed a breach of his promise 


or a forfeiture of his recogniSance*®, The court made no reply: he repeated 


it againz the court was sillent as before; this sillence he took for consent; 
and departed, When he got out of Frederickburg goal he laboured hard to 
procure 1iberty for his companions, mes, John Waller, James Chiles; in order 


to which he waited on the deputy governor, the Honourable John Blair, told 
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the case and obtained the following letter addressed to the kings attorney 
"Sir, I lately received a letter s8igned by 8 good number of worthy Gentle=- 
men, who are not here, complaining of the baptists;z the particulars of their 
misbehaviour are not told, any further thah their running into private houses 
and making dissensions, Mr, Craig and Mr, Waller are now with me and deny 
the charge, They tell me they are willing to take the oaths requirefd, as 
others have, I told them I had consulted the attorney genera] who is of 
opinion that the geners] court only have authority to grant licences, anf 
therefore I referred them to the court, But oni' their application to the 
attorney general, they brought his letter advising me to write to you, That 
their petition was a matter of right, and that you may not molest those congci- 
IT. 2s 80 long as they behave themselves in a manner becoming pious 
Christiangs, and in obedience to the laws, till the court, when they intend 
to apply for 1icense, and when the gentlemen: who complain may make their 
obJections, and be heard, The act of toleration (it being found by exper- 
ience that persecuting dissenters increases their numbers) has given them 

a right to apply in a proper manner for 1icensed houses for the worship of 
God according to their consciences; and I persuade myself the gentlemen will 
quietly overlook their meetings till the court, IT am told they administer 
the sacrament of the Lords gupper near the manner we do, anf differ in no.

Treats of the Tunker-baptists in Virginia 


The account which we gave of the Tunkes in Pennsylvania (vol,1 p.64) 
gerves for the JOS. v5 4 in Virginia as far as faith and order are con- 
cerned, They emigrated hither, (ome from 881d Pennsylvania, 2nd gome from 
Maryland) about the year 1752, and 8ettled on the waters of Shanadore, and 
have increased to about 36 families where of 36 persons are baptized. Their 
ministers are Rev, Jos, Chiefly, Christopher Guss. Some of them keep the 7th 
day 8abbath by means of their connexion with the Tunkers of Ephrata, These 
have also been much harrass8ed by reason of the militia law and their scrupling 


to take an oath,

Some proceedings of the Virginians against the Baptists have, in the 
foregoing sheets, been called pera8ecutions; because they originated from their 
worg8hiping God according to the dictates of conscience, informed by the Holy» 
seriptures; their conduct as members of civil wociety, and subjects of King 
George 8tands unsullied; as may be proved by most credible witnesses, One 
testimony of the late honourable John Mair has already been produced Þ. 

But 8ome who have allowed the aufferings of the Baptists in Virginia to be 
of the nature of persecution have als0 8aid that they may blame themselves 
for them because they refused to put themselves under the protection of the 
Toleration acts*, To this it may be replied, That the spread of the baptists 
in Virginia is almost a new thing, and that among people who (for the most part) 
knew little of law and of the rights ant? privileges of protestant dis8enters. 
However it is not true that the Baptists have either refused or neglected to 
claim their rights, Some obtained licenses: others have been refused under 
various pretences; some alledging that the toleration act was not in force in 
Virginia beceuse it is of later date than the charter, and was never formally 
adopted by the legislature; others, that they Shop | MS adopt it, but keep 
it out of the province as they qd414 the Stamp=iot; and gome, that 1t was the 
business of the assembly and not of Justices or inferior courts to grant licensges; 


by these means the 8uites of the Baptists were deferred, and the clergy, 


magistrates, and mobs in many places continued to treat them despitefully, At 


1ast the Baptists addressed the azsembly for their privileges as protestant 
dis8enters, The as8embly, instead of adopting the toleration act as it was

erom of the heat without eny soundness, but wounds ani bruiges and putify- 
ing 8ores*, These complaints rose to hostilities at ilmance=creek (May 16, 
1771) where about 6000 appeared in arms and fought each other, 4000 Regula- 
tors killing three Tryoninns; and 2000 Tryonlans killing twelve Regulators, 
besides lodging in the trees an incredible number of balls which the hunters 
have 8ince picked out, and therewith have killed more deer and turkies 
than they killed of their antagonists, In this wretched province have been 
gome baptists since the settlement in 1695; but no s8cciety of them till 
about the year 1742, when one was formed about Quehuky; these came hither

/Some few of the first settlers in this province were of the 
baptist denomination; but those few were 80 s8cattered through the 
5everal settlements, now called parishes, that no s8ociety of them 
met for worship till the year 1759, In the fall of that year about 
10 families of the s8eventh-day baptists arrived from Prince-William in 
Virginia and 8ettled, encamped for a while® near a little river 
called by the Indians Tuchusokin, not far from the place where it empties 
itself into the Savannah, within the bounds of St, Mathew!s parish; their 
preacher was one Richard Gregory; but he dying 800n, Robert Kirkland 8uce- 
eeled him, who had one John Clayton to his as8sistant, Few years after 
this s8ocilety broke up and they who remained, returned to FAisto in 
Carolina; the principal persons were the said Gregory, three of the 
Kirklands, Philip Fing said John Clayton, Thomas Lovelace, Hugh 
Kennedy, Jonathan Woodson, and one Williams, This fraternity had all 
things common, and got their 1ivelihood chiefly by gathering honey 
and beesmax, and hunting deer and beasts of fur, Two things contri- 
buted mach to their dis80lution and causing the remains to quit the 
province; the one was sickness; the other was a malignity which their 
neighbours had conceived against them on account of their working on 
Sundays and the jJuag Pots (as they imagined) which beset them while 


working, particularly a hollow tree falling anq killing two horses 


while their owners were taking honey out of it; also a young man 


being killed with the JjJirk of a plough while planting indian corn 


on Sunday, and on another Sunday one or two being s8truck Aead with 


thunder as they were hunting & , Under the influence of 8a14 malignity 
their neighbors 8ought opportunities to hurt them as enemies of Godz 
and hearing one of their preachers (Clayton) afAvancing in his sermon, 
"that he who tept a concubine would be no christian, though the keeper 
were a king and the conecubine a countess", This was construed an un- 
christianising of king George the 8econd; and the preacher fined one

In the year 1757, Jul, 19, Mr, Nicholas Bedgegood of the Orphan 
house embraced the 8entiments of the firstday baptists and had the 
ordinance aAministred to him by Rev, Oliver Hart of Charleston, After= 
warns (in May, 1763) messieurs Dupree, Dixon, Stirk and two women, VNrs, 
Stirk & Mrs, Polhil, of the s8ai4 Orphan-house, . were baptized by Mr, 
Bedgegood and had the Lorm!s s8upper afministered to themz but Mr, 
Dupree dying, Mr, Stirk 8ettling up in- the country and Mr, Dixon going 
to England, Aissipated the prospect of raising a 8ociety near the
